is big news.

BABYNESS OF CHRISTMAS BABE 


IS WONDER OF NATIVITY* 


A Christmas Study in the Reality of Holy 


Night, by a Traveler Who Knows the Life 
of the Holy Land. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


The American mother who has 
Just received Into her arms her 
new-born babe knows more about 
the Nativity than the person who 
has studied all the great Madon- 
nas of Europe's' art 
galleries, 
churches and palaces. 


There was no nimbus about the 
head of manger Babe. The large, 
lusty Child, swathed In light as 
in a garment, whom the masters 
loved to paint as dominating the 
manger scene, while 
Mary 
sat 


looking pensively and adoringly 
on, Is far different from the tiny, 
helpless Infant which parents to- 
day' know—so small, go feeblo of 
cry, so heedless of all the world. 
Yet Mary's Son was -as the sons 
of all other mothers. 


Only a prospective mother in 


Ilka case can understand the anx- 
iety of Mary as, on the back of 
•a humble donkey, which, because 
of the conditions, Joseph did not 
dare urge to speed, she 
looked 
with straining eyes toward the lit- 
tle village of flat-roofed houses on 
the hillside to which the inexor- 
able Roman 
census 
decree had 


summoned the family in this crit- 
ical hour. 
The five miles that 
lay between Jerusalem and Beth- 
lehem seemed the 
longest. The 


(reverent Galileans had probably 
passed by the Holy City without 
'tarrying, so Insistent 
was 
the 


need for their reaching the town 
of their forefathers on that De- 
'eember afternoon. 
A Joseph, with all of a man's real- 
ized helplessness at such an hour, 
could only stride at the head of 
'the donkey, keeping the beast to 
the smoothest 'road and Us best 
.walking pace. Ever and anon he 
would turn to his young wife, she 
of the drawn face 
and 
tender 
•yes, now full of wonder and fore- 
boding and Inquire as to her com- 
fort. 
The Nazareth carpenter Is 
a magnificent background to the 
Nativity scene. 


Being only a worklngman, In a 
time when the artisan had to 
stand aside for even the common 
Roman soldier, Joseph found him- 
self at a sore disadvantage when 
the town was reached. The habit 
of subordination was ingrained in 
his nature. He was used to giving 
way before grandees of all grades. 
•That was, and still is, the way of 


• .the Orient. So, when Joseph and 
Mary found the homes of their 
'distant kinsfolk crowded—and we 
may be sure that there was many 
a compassionate womanly word of 
sympathy spoken for the 
young 
Nazareth girl In her sore plight— 
they were easily rebuffed 
from 


the khan, or Inn. 
Every

had long since been taken by per-

sons who had a right to consider- 
ation, 
Had Joseph been a Somebody, 


Instead of a common carpenter, he 
would have been accorded room, 
even though a sojourner of lesser 
estate be turned out. On Christ- 
mas day, some years ago, I was 
In Sevrek, midway between 
the 


Mediterranean and the Tigris, and 
my military escort 
had 
borne 


ahead of mo, to the local governor, 
a letter from the Sublime Porte, 
Therefore, the 
governor insisted 


that the' best quarters the town 
possessed were for me; and he 
would have turned out the occu- 
pant of the finest room In the new 
khan, If I had allowed it, Joseph 
and Mary bore no official letters; 
they were only common people; so 
with few words, they were 
In- 


formed that there was no room 
for them in the inn. 
To understand the 
Christmas 


story at all, one must get some 
proper conception of that Inn. We 
in America think of Inns in terms 
of city hotels, and of stables as 
separate buildings. Neither typu 
applied to Bethlehem. There tne 
inn, 
or khan, was a 
series of 


rooms about a 
courtyard, 
with 


only one common entrance to all. 
Built on a hillside It followed the 
usual custom of digging into the 
limestone for the inner rooms of 
one side, which were thus really 
caves. 
These innermost apartments, or 
caves, were used for the 
horsus 


and donkeys. The sheep, which 
Christmas art loves to depict, were 
not there, nor yet were the cows 
or camels. The sheep were out on 
the hillsides; the noisy, bad-man- 
nered camels rested In the court- 
yard, with their loads beside them. 
But the riding animals were led 
through one of the living apart- 
ments, back to the stables, where, 
commonly, the drivers and horse- 
men shared their quarters. On the 
cold December nights—for how- 
ever pleasant the day, the winter 
nights are cold 
in 
Syria—t h e 


warmth of the horses made this 
apartment far from undesirable. 


The hardship of lodging .with 


the animals in the inn has been 
exaggerated. 
The plain people of 
the East have always lived close 
to their dumb animals. 
Life 
is 


simple with them; and while Jo- 
seph probably owned no animals, 
he had doubtless often slept side 
by side with the patient donkey, 
or the faithful horse. Therefore | 
he hailed it as a privilege to be' 
coveted when, denied lodging in 
one of the guestrooms of the khan, 
he won,-by the universal spirit of 
comradeship among the 
working 


people, the privilege of sharing the 
cave-stable of the animals and 
their servants. 


None too soon was this haven 


secured. 
For quickly 
the 
word 


passed around, hushing the 
rude 


speech of the stable, that this fair 
young wife of the silent man from 
Nazareth had come to .her hour. 
We, -who look back upon that scene 
from the standpoint of modern 
obstretrical 
science, 
and 
from 
the 
lavish 
preparations 
which 


love and luxury make for the ex- 
pected advent of a babe, can with 
difficulty grasp the utter prlml- 
tlveness and simplicity of 
that 
greatest birth. No trained nurse 
was there, and no doctor. Of anti- 
septic dressings there were none, 
The elaborate multiplicity of lit- 
tle garments 
for 
the 
expected 


stranger were lacking. 
A swad- 


dling cloth, ready 
by 
Mary's 


forethought, was all the layette 
this Baby knew. 


For the mother, In her suffering, 


a bed of straw was made ready in 
a'corner, beside a rock-hewn man- 
ger. 
Joseph's cloak, or 
camel's 
hair abeyah, was her only cover- 
ing. We may be sure that some 
woman, 
perhaps the. Innkeeper's 


wife, answered the 
appeal 
of 


Mary's need, an appeal which has 
never been made In vain to woman 
heart. 
Tradition is silent as to 
this nameless friend of mother 
Mary. 
She should be the patron 
saint of all that long

of

weary beasts, the horsemen, off at 
their side of the room, exchanged 
simple greetings of relief that the 
girl's ordeal was over; and then to 
Joseph they gave the Orient's con- 
gratulations that the Baby was a 
son. 
To them the event 
meant 
nothing out of the ordinary. Ba- 
bies had often before been born 
In stables, and like this one, laid In 
the convenient manger as a first 
cradle. 


The present Child was just such 
a frail, soft Infant as Is every day 
being born all over the world. Hu- 
manity Is never more alike than 
when In the cradle. 
Then the 


races all have the same pink color. 
The delicate baby hands, scarcely 
larger than a man's thumb, with 
finger-nails so curiously finished 
and long; the wrinkled forehead, 
as If too early concerned with this 
•world's cares; the dainty ears, so 
small, so artfully curved, so lovely, 
that the mind searches nature in 
vain for an adequate simile—all 
these, with the Christ Child, were 
like every other babe that 
has 


made the time of Its birth a holy 
night to some mother. As today, 
the mother saw more beauty In her 
child than had ever graced in- 
fant before. 
Who can plumb the 


depths of the thoughts 
of this 


maiden mother, with her knowl- 
edge of all the wonders that had 
prepared the way of her Son? 


Nor were those wonders at'an 


end. 
Out on the neighboring hill- 


side, huddling around a little fire 
with their cloaks drawn over their 
heads and close 
around 
their 


bodies, a little group of shepherds 
stolidly endured the cold, with that 
capacity for 
standing 
hardship 


which is the 'mark of the man- 
hood of the out-of-door workman 
everywhere. 
They 
kept 
watch 


over their flocks, against maraud- 
ing man and beast. 
, Half numb with the cold, half 
unconscious with sleepiness, thev 
could scarcely credit the light of 
the celestial glory 
which 
burst | 


upon them, or the sound of the 
heavenly host that greeted them 
with the first Christmas 
music. 
The people of the Inn thought the 
Birth commonplace; heaven knew 
Its significance, and burst its im- 
memorial silence. The skies could 
not contain the joy of heaven over 
earth's greatest Event. • Thus 
the 


shepherds were sent hastening to 
the village with the greatest News 
mankind has ever 
heard, their 


flocks forgotten In this marvelous 
happening. 


When they arrived at the khan 


with their Incredible story, they 
found only the drowsy beasts, their 
attendants now asleep, and Mary 
and the Babe, with Joseph stand- 
Ing guard. Probably the helpful 
neighbor had returned to her own 
family. 
The Child the shepherds 


saw was only such a wee morsel 
of humanity as they had welcomed 
into their own homes. Even de- 
spite 
their 
angelto commission, 


they had hardly the Insight to per- 
ceive in this Babe the 
Saviour- 
King proclaimed by the heavenly 
host. The three Persian philoso- 
phers—but they were to come la- 
ter, by weeks or months, after 
Mother and Child had been made 
welcome In a Bethlehem home, as 
the Gospel clearly 
shows—might 


see the kingllness of the Infant; 
but the shepherds could only won- 
der and adore, and then go forth 
to spread their tale. 


Art and theology have conspired j 


to rob the world of the reality of 
this Christmas Child. Men accen- 
tuate His difference from others; 
God stressed His likeness to 
all 


mankind. Theologians talk about 
the divinity of Jesus; God bent all 
His power to exalting the human- 
ity of Jesus. If Christmas moans 
anything at all, It means the per- 
fect human embodiment of 
the 


Deity. Whatever shuts the Infant 
In the manger off from mankind is 
apart from the purpose of the In- 
carnation. 
The marvel and meaning of this 


Day of days—this Day, which with 
its message, is subduing the whole 
world to a new sense of the divin- 
ity and brotherllness of man—Is 
that highest Heaven has given of 
Its best to lowest earth; God has 
made His home with man; the love 
Of the. Father has been embodied 
in thfe person of the Son, who came 
to earth, born in fellowship with 
the humblest, to exalt all our liv- 
ing; to glorify the cradle, to mag- 
nify motherhood, to stand with the 
toiler; to teach men mercy to the 
brute creation; to break the old 
barriers which set men over men 
and men against men; and to 
bring to pass a Kingdom whose 
supreme low Is love and peace.

OVER LOSS OF SHIP 


GERMAN EMBASSY AT BUE- 
NOS AIRES SAYS BATTLESHIP 
COMMANDER SHOT HIMSELF

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 20. 


—(IP)—Captain Hans Langs- 
dorf today shot himself to 
death "to share the fate of 
his magnificent ship," the 
German pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee, scuttled 
Sunday in the River Plate 
while an allied flotilla stood off- 
shore, 
His body was found by an aide 
at 8:30 a. m. in his room at the 
Buenos Aires naval arsenal where 
he and more than 1,000 of 
his 
crew had been Interned sinco ar- 
riving here Monday, 


Langsdorff killed himself after 
a three-hour talk with the officers 
of his staff, ending shortly after 
midnight. 
Despite a presentment of death 
which other Germans as well as 
naval officers felt when Captain 
Langsdorff failed to go down with 
his ship when he blew it up, he 
was almost constantly laughing and 
joking with his companions until 
he closed the door of his room 
last night. 
Captain Langsdorff, who was 45, 


will have a naval funeral with 
full honors according to his rank. 
The embassy announced that 


the body would lie in state at the 
embassy. 
The naval funera\. Is to 


.be attended by Argentine authori- 
ties as well as Germans. 
"He sacrificed his life for the' 
Fatherland," said 
an 
embassy 
communique, 
The embassy statement follows; 
"The commander of the glorious 
pocket battleship, Captain 
Hans 


Langsdorff, sacrificed his life for 
the Fatherland last night, elimi- 
nating himself voluntarily as he 
himself told in a letter addressed 
to the German ambassador. 
"From the moment he made up 
his mind to share the fate of his 
magnificent ship. 
"Overcoming his intimate de- 
sire in consideration of responsi- 
bility resting upon him to insure 
the safe debarkation of his crew 
composed of more than a thous- 
and young men. and pending full 
knowledge of regulations to affect 
these seamen, he postponed ful- 
fillment' of his designs." 


Detained at Naval Arsenal. 
Langsdorff was detained at the 
naval arsenal after he reached 
Argentina with ' more than 1,000 
ot his men from Uruguay where 
the Graf Spee was scuttled on 
Adolf Hitler's orders Sunday. 
Argentina 
ordered Internment 


of the German seamen—the crew 
In the interior and the officers in 
Buenos Aires, 
At 9:30 last night Langsdorff 
called his staff officers into con- 
cultation. 
For three hours they talked. 
When the meeting broke up the 
slightly built Langsdorff gravely 
ehook hands with each of his 
men, making a complete circle ot 
the Nazi officers assembled before 
him. 
Then he went to his room, leav- 
ing word he was not to be dis- 
turbed as he was tired. 
An aide entered his room at 
8:30 this morning and found the 
captain dead. 
The German ambassador 
and 
Argentine authorities were imme- 
diately notified. 
The ambassador 
did not give the German' crew 


. word of their commander's fate 
until he had communicated it to 
the Argentine minister of war. 


Crew Was Told. 
At noon the crew, confined at 
the naval arsenal, were summon- 
ed and the announcement of Cap- 
tain Langsdorff's death was made 
to them. 
German embassy attaches said 
the captain's death had been ex- 
pected 
sinco 
Sunday 
morning 
when he gave his camera and 
other personal effects to a man in 
the embassy, 
saying: 
"Take 
these: I will not need them any 
more. 
The crew received the .news 
without demonstration, in a stun- 
ned silence. 
Argentine authorities posted re- 
inforced patrols around the naval 
arsenal, scone of the tragedy, ana 
withheld 
further details of the 
affair pending a full investiga- 
tion. 
Capt. Langsdorff had brought 
himself and his men here aboard 
tugs for internment by Argentina 
after destroying his prized pocket 
battleship off Montevideo harbor 
Sunday night. 
At first he had talked freely 
about his running battle 
with 
three British cruisers last Wed- 
nesday, in which he finally \yaa 
forced into Montevideo harbor at 
nightfall. 
Last night, however, 
he indicated a different attitude. 
"I do not desire to talk further." 
he said to interviewers. "I have 
talked so much I should now like 
to be quiet for the next three 
weeks."

scuttle the ship, and Langsdorft 
did so without losing the life of 
any of his men. 


Then the captain and most of 
his men sailed up the Platte riv- 
er to Argentina and internment. 


One of his enemies In the war 
at sea had this to say of him: 
"There is no mercy from Langs- 


dorff when he has fighting to do, 
but when he Is not fighting he is 
a fine gentleman."
